FAS FIR jon HARRINGTON in a Letter wrote 
8 to Prince Henry, the latter end of the 16th 
Centry, on the ſtate of the Church of Bath: 
Plz gt lays, The ABBE V (now dedicated to St. Peter 
md St. Paul) was built by Ofla, in 775, (tho! Tradition 
relates, tWas firſt built by King Cs together with the 
Abbey-Houſe for Nuns, in 676, on the ſpot where

However we ſhall give Sir John's account, who 
ys, 't as deſtroy'd by the Danes, being then no Chriſ- 
tans, about the Year goo, and A by Elphegus, 
Biſhop of Canterbury, 1010, and continued in great 
eſtimation. for a place of holy and ſtrict life, but had 
dot yet the title of a biſhoprick, *till John de Villula, a 
frenchman born, and a phyſician by profeſſion, being 
made Biſhop of Wells, which was in Latin de Fonti- 
bus, admiring the virtue of theſe Baths, and the cures.

they wrought, for which it had been long before by 
the Saxons, ſurnamed Akmancheſter, that is, . ſick men'; 
town,” This John de Villula, thinking this place, de 
Fontibus, more honourable than the other place, call'd 
Wells, bought this City of King William Rufus, and 
tranſlated his ſeat thither. And, finding that both that 
"Town and Abbey had been late before defaced with 
fire, he new-built it both about the Year 1122, and 
was the firſt Biſhop that was buried there. 


Then that was again burned in the Year 1132, and 
repaired by Biſhop Robert, and remained ſtill the Bi- 
ſhop's ſeat & inheritance, till that bankrupt Biſſop Sa- 
varicus, for covetouſneſs of Glaſtenbury, In mercedem 
kujus unonis (to uſe my authors word) for recompence 
of this union of Glaſtenbury to Wells, gave Bath 
again to King Richard the firſt; and yet notwith- 
ſtanding theſe two ſo huge revenues, he Gant ſo pro- 
digally and unprovidently, in his many journies to 
the Emperor, that it is written, he had a legion of cre- 
ditors, and for his wandering humours he had this 
written for an epitaph, though not ſet on his tomb, 


at Bath.

Thus Bath again, after 100 Years, became the King's, 
and cover may it be fo. But the church was not ſuffici- 
ently repaired as it ought, inſomuch that in Henry the 
ſeventh's time it was ready to fall, what time that 00. 
ver King, about 100 Years ſince, built it again, with 
40 goodly a fabrick as the ſtone-work ſtands yet ſo 
firm, notwithſtanding the injuries of men, time, and 
tempeſts upon it. Here I may by no means omit, yet 
I can fearce tell how to relate the pretty tales that are 
told of this Biſhop King, by what visions, predittions, 
he was encoutaged and diſcouraged in the building of

To 
himſelf, (for the wile will flatter themſelves ſometimes} 
becauſe he was not only a chief Counſellor to this 
King, and had been his ambaſſador to conclude a moſt 
honourable peace with Charles the eighth. who paid 
as Hollinfhed writeth) 745 duckets, belides a yeatily tri- 
bute of 25,000 crowns, but alſo he carried both the 
Olive and the King in his name; and therefore thought 
he was ſpecially deſigned for this church work, to the 
advancement of which he had an extraordinary incli- 
nation, Thus, though (as St. Thomas of Aquin, well
